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the law of the situs of the tort will control, 
the law of the place of execution and delivery 
of the policy will apply. No place of per- 
formance is designated in the contract and it 
hardly seems possible that any contract can 
be at once subject to interpretation in ac- 
cordance with the laws of every state within 
which the assured may drive his car and sub- 
ject himself to liability. 

Therefore, if the wife sues her husband’s in- 
surance carrier in New York on his policy, 
for the satisfaction of the judgment rendered 
in Connecticut, the New York court would 
construe the obligation of the contract in ac- 
cordance with its own laws and deny recov- 
ery. The same result would follow in any 
other state where suit might be instituted. To 
hold otherwise, the court would in effect be 
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making a new and different contract for the 
parties. 

In conclusion it may be briefly stated that 
there is no definite judicial trend interpreting 
the various Married Women’s Acts as abro- 
gating the common law rule. The _ great 
weight of authority adheres to the common 
law rule, and the public policy doctrine. 

However, there is a legislative trend to en- 
large the scope of personal injury actions be- 
tween husband and wife, with some concur- 
rent safeguards for the protection of the in- 
surance Carriers. 

It may, therefore, be predicted that the 
majority of the jurisdictions in the future 
will follow the non-abrogation of the common 
law rule until legislative action provides a 
modification. 
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
